CREDENTIALS: Requests for working press credentials should 
be made to Steve Barr, Sports Information Director. Requests 
should be made at least one week in advance. Late requests will be 
honored if space is available but parking cannot be guaranteed for 
requests less than one week in advance. Scouts and non-working 
media will be seated if space is available. Requests are screened 
with care to insure a working press box. Children, spouses and 
pets are not allowed in compliance with the working code of the 
Football Writers Association of America. 

INTERVIEWS: All interviews with members of the team and 
the coaching staff should be conducted on Tuesday before the begin- 
ning of practice. That will be the only time during the week when 
the players will be available for interviews. Those interviews 
should be arranged through the sports information office. Please 
allow 24 hours to set up interviews with players. Arrangements 
will be made for telephone and in-person interviews at a time that 
is mutually agreeable to the reporter/broadcaster and the athlete. 

MEDIA DAY: The annual preseason media day will be held the 
morning of Thursday, August 12 at Doyt L. Perry Stadium. The 
players and coaching staff will be available for photographs and in- 
terviews by members of the radio, television and print media. 

PARKING: A special media parking lot is located adjacent to 
Doyt L. Perry Stadium, near the southwest corner of the stadium. 
Access to the media lot is by Alumni Drive which connects Mercer 
Road (near the Alumni Center) and Wooster Street (near the Infor- 
mation Booth). Admission to the media lot is restricted to people 
holding the correct credential acquired from the sports information 
office. All media members are asked to enter the stadium through 
the press gate (Gate 2) at the southwest corner of the stadium. 

PRESS GATE: The press gate (Gate 2) at Doyt L. Perry Stadi- 
um is at the southwest corner of the stadium, a short walk from the 
media parking lot. 

PHOTOGRAPHERS: Photo passes for newspaper photogra- 
phers, and, under special circumstances, for free-lance photogra- 
phers, are available from the sports information office. Photo pass- 
es entitle the photographer access to the sideline, the locker room 
after the game and the press box. 

POST-GAME COMMUNICATIONS: There are two telephones 
in the press box for use after the game. After the sports informa- 
tion staff completes reports to the wire services and television sta- 
tions these phones are available, free of charge, to members of the 
media for collect calls. One Sharp UX-510 fax machine will also be 
available on a first-come, first serve basis. 

POST-GAME INTERVIEWS: The locker rooms are on the east 
side of the stadium (opposite the press box), and can be entered 
through the tunnels at either the north or south end. Only people 
with proper credentials will be admitted. Coach Blackney and 
players as well as the opposition coach and players will be available 
for post-game interviews in a conference room located between the 
two locker rooms, following the normal cooling-off period. BGSU 
observes a closed locker room policy. 

PRESS BOX SERVICES: Members of the media will be provid- 
ed with game programs, flip cards, current statistics and last- 
minute pregame notes prior to the start of the game. Statistical 
summaries will include play-by-play, quarter stats, halftime stats, 
complete team and individual stats and tackles. Food and bever- 
age will also be available. 

PRESS CONFERENCE: Coach Gary Blackney will hold a reg- 
ular weekly press conference during the season on Monday at 11:00 
a.m. in his office on the east side of the stadium. All members of 
the media are welcome to attend. 

RADIO: There are a limited number of radio booths in the press 
box at Doyt L. Perry Stadium. Requests for permission to broad- 
cast must be made in writing at least THREE WEEKS prior to the 
game. A rights fee of $100 will be charged to broadcast. The fee 
will be waived for the official station of the visitors. There is space 
is each booth for four persons. Phone lines can be ordered through 
General Telephone Company (800/483-4600). 

TELEVISION: There are no regularly reserved booths for tele- 
vision, so anyone wishing to televise a game from Doyt L. Perry 
Stadium should contact the sports information office at least ONE 
MONTH prior to the game, and preferably before the start of the 
season.

Perry Stadium is located just off of I-75, 
the quickest and most convenient way to get 
to the stadium. Take exit 181 off of I-75 and 
go west on Wooster Street. The stadium will 
be visible from I-75. At the first traffic light 
on Wooster (Alumni Drive), turn right where 
an attendant will direct you to the media lot. 
I-75 is easily accessible from all directions.

There is no better way to describe 
Bowling Green football coach Gary 
Blackney. 

The 22nd-winningest active Div. I-A 
coach in the country feels his 1999 
squad has a chance to get the program 
back where it was in his first four sea- 
sons - a contender for the champion- 
ship. 

He resurrected a once-proud football 
program in those early years of his ten- 
ure, guiding the Falcons to back-to- 
back Mid-American Conference titles - 
going undefeated in league play to win 
the titles - and second and third-place 
finishes the next two seasons. 

The 1994 team came within one 
game of making it three titles in four 
years playing for the conference title in 
the final game of the regular season. 

To get an idea of how dominant Fal- 
con teams were in MAC play during 
Blackney’s first four seasons, consider 
the fact BG had a perfect record for 26 
of the 32 weeks of league play during 
the period. In addition, Bowling Green 


did not have a loss on its slate for 29 of 


those 32 weeks. All in all, Blackney 
led his teams to an eye-popping 28-2-2 
(.906) record in MAC play during those 
four seasons. 

This came on the heels of five 
straight years when 5-6 was the pro- 
gram's best overall record. 

In eight seasons, Blackney has ac- 
complished what some have not in a

BGSU coach to win a bowl game. He 
was the first BGSU coach to lead his 
team to back-to-back seasons of at 
least 10 wins. He tied the NCAA 
record for "rookie" head coaches win- 
ning 11 games in 1991. And, he led 
the program to a MAC-record 19 con- 
secutive conference wins and a 22- 
game unbeaten streak to begin his ten- 
ure. 

Blackney would like nothing better 
than to get the Falcons back among 
the elite teams in the MAC this season 
after his squads have struggled the 
last four seasons. There is a renewed 
drive among the staff and players to 
get the program back to the top of the 
MAC ladder. 

But, overcoming obstacles is some- 
thing Blackney, as a coach and person, 
has grown accustomed to. 

АП Blackney did, in not only his first 
season at BGSU but his first season as 
a collegiate head coach, was take a 3- 


5-2 team and turn them into a 11-1 
squad, which won their last 10 games. 
The Falcons clinched the MAC title 
with two weeks of the league schedule 
remaining. The final standings showed 
BG with a perfect 8-0 mark while the 
second place team finished at 3-1-4. 

The top first-year coach in the coun- 
try, Blackney was just the fifth coach 
in MAC history to lead his team to an 
outright conference title in his first 
season. He is also the winningest first- 
year head coach in BGSU history 
equalling the NCAA record for most 
wins by a coach in his first season in 
the top spot. The 11 wins by the 1991 
team tied the school record. 

For an encore, with the Falcons no 
longer an unknown as they were in 
1991, the 1992 favorites gladly accept- 
ed that role and again won the league 
title with a perfect record. The Falcons 
earned the right to represent the MAC 
in the first Las Vegas Bowl and backed 


for consecutive league victories in their 17-10 win over Toledo in 1993. 
Head coach Gary Blackney is carried off the field by his players after BG's

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up the program's first bowl victory in 
1991 over Fresno State in the Califor- 
nia Bowl with a thrilhng 35-34 win 
over Nevada in Las Vegas. 

With his continued success he also 
ranks among the best in NCAA history 
in victories to start a career. He ranks 
among the top five with 11 wins in his 
first season (third on the list), 21 in 
two seasons (tied for fifth on the list), 
and ninth all-time with 36 wins in his 
first four seasons. 

Needless to say, the success that 
Blackney has brought to the program 
has also meant some prestigious hon- 
ors along the way. 

He became only the second coach in 
league history to earn Coach of the 
Year honors in back-to-back seasons 
earning the award in 1991 and 1992. 
He was also named the Coach of the 
Year in region 3 by his peers, the 
American Football Coaches Associa- 
tion, the same two seasons. The region 
included all I-A schools in the states of 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Illinois and 
Big Ten member schools Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and Iowa. The BGSU men- 
tor was also the 1992 Ohio Collegiate 
Coach of the Year. 

In February, 1996 he was named to 
the prestigious 16-member Board of 
Trustees for the American Football 
Coaches Association. Тһе board for- 
mulates policy and provides direction 
for its more than 7,500 members. 


A little less than nine years 
ago, Blackney realized his dream 
of becoming a collegiate head 
coach. He certainly paid his dues 
serving as an assistant the previ- 
ous 21 years at such programs as 
Wisconsin, UCLA, Syracuse and, 
most recently, Ohio State. Тһе 
list of coaches he served under 
ranks among the best in the colle- 
giate game - coaches such as Dick 
MacPherson, Terry Donahue, 
Earle Bruce, Rick Forzano and 
John Cooper. 

The Plainview, New York na- 
tive began his coaching career at 
his alma mater, Connecticut, in 
1968, where he spent two seasons | 
as a graduate assistant on a staff | 
that included, in addition to For- 
zano, former Notre Dame head 
coach Lou Holtz, former Cleve- 
land Browns head coach Sam Ru- 
tigliano, and Dave Adolph and 
Dan Sekanovich, both NFL assist- 
ant coaches. 

That was followed by stops at 
Brown and Rhode Island, in addi- 
tion to the aforementioned 
schools, with all but two of those sea- 
sons spent on the defensive side of the 
ball. 

His success story is certainly one 
that makes all people feel thankful. 

In March, 1986, Gary's wife, Lauret- 
ta, suffered a basilar artery aneurysm 


which has led to her need for 24-hour 
care. 

Taking over the duties of running 
the household, which were previously 
handled by Lauretta, Blackney still 
kept up with the demands of being a 
head coach and a father.

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With a strong finish to the 1998 sea- 
son, the return of a starter or experi- 
enced player at every position on of- 
fense, and seven starters returning on 
defense, including possibly the best 
linebacking corp in the Mid-American 
Conference, the optimism surround- 
ing the 1999 season is as high as it 
was in the early 90s when Bowling 
Green was the dominant team in the 
conference. 

After finishing the 1996 and 1997 


seasons losing the last five games of 


the year, the 1998 squad turned the ta- 
ble winning four of its last five to fin- 
ish 5-6 after playing a murderous 
schedule in the first half of the sea- 
son. 

The Falcons opened the season 
with three non-league games 
against team which combined to 
post a record of 26-9. Two of the 
teams, Penn State and Missouri, 
played in bowl games, and the 
third, Central Florida, probably 
should have with a 9-2 record. 

The Falcons then played Ohio, who 
they tied with for third in the Mid- 
American Conference East, Miami, co- 
champion of the East with Marshall, 
and Toledo, the West Division champi- 
on. The Falcons won only the Ohio 
game of their first six, but their fast 
finish has the players and coaching 
staff believing the program should be a 
factor in the championship race this 
season. 

Much of the optimism comes from 
the fact the offensive line returns in- 
tact after dominating games the last 
half of the season last year. Among 


their four wins to finish the season

was a 34-13 pasting of Marshall, the 
only loss suffered by the eventual 
MAC champions. 

“Coming off of last year’s perfor- 
mance, where we improved from 
107th in the nation in rushing to 
13th, the cornerstone of that improve- 
ment was the offensive line,” head 
coach Gary Blackney said. “It is a 
very functional unit, they work ex- 
tremely well together, there is a great 
chemistry, we have experience, we 
have athleticism, we have strength

and knowledge. They need to continue 
to get better and continue to play a 
dominant role, and if that happens 
they will again assume the role as 
the foundation of the offense.” 

How dominant was the per- 
formance by the offensive line 
and the Falcon running game 
the last five weeks of the 1998 
season? 

Bowling Green ran 416 plays in 
the last five games compared to 
303 for the opposition while pos- 
sessing the ball for an average of al- 
most 14 more minutes per game, a 
category they led the MAC in. The 
Falcons were also putting the time 
they had the ball to good use averag- 
ing 39.0 points in the last five contests. 

Over the span, BG ran the ball for 
1,506 yards compared to just 596 for 
their opposition. After gaining a total 
of 295 yards (rushing and passing) in 
the first two games, the Falcon offen- 
sive unit had 300 or more yards in 
each of the last nine contests. 

With eight returning starters and 
three players with significant experi- 
ence returning at the other three 
spots, the offense has everything in 
place to be one of the best units in the 
conference. 

“We have players returning at every 
position who are experienced and have 
played extensively with one another.” 
Blackney said. “Our job as a coaching 
staff is to make sure we pick up in 
1999 where we left off in 1998 estab- 
lishing the offensive unit as a domi- 
nant, productive unit.” 

On defense, depth seems to be the 
biggest concern. 

“I feel like we will be improved on 
defense,” said Blackney. “We will like- 
ly need to count on some young players 
to help us out at a couple positions. 
The defense is not as deep as the of- 
fense.” 

The defense gave up 179 points in 
four games, the three non-league 
games to start the season, and the 
Western Michigan game, but yielded 
an average of just 19 points in the oth- 
er seven contests. The unit yielded 16 
fewer yards per game than in 1997, 
but ranked lower in the final confer- 
ence and national statistics. 

The unit lost three senior defensive 
linemen, Letoskey Carey, Willie Wat- 
son, and Dana Johnson who started 
nine games of the season together with 
Johnson missing two contests with an 
injury. They also lost three-year start- 
er Junior Williams in the secondary. 

Blackney felt the special teams were 
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Ñ 10-time MAC Champions 
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а bright spot last season, and has по 
reason to expect anything different 
this year, although Blackney did not 
come out of the spring with a replace- 
ment for punter Andy Pollock who has 
graduated. Pollock was sixth in the 
nation last season and finished his ca- 
reer with the second-highest career av- 
erage in school history. 

“The coverage and protection part of 
the special teams should be good be- 
cause that relates to the quality of 
your skilled position players, and I 
think we have improved our team in 
that category,” Blackney said. “The 
most critical area, and the biggest 
challenge, is who is going to be our 
punter. It will be critical to our ability 
to be successful for one of our two 
punters to emerge before the season 
begins.” 

A brief overview of each area and 
some of the key players follows. 


- - Offense - - 


The Falcons return eight starters 
and 15 letterwinners on offense. In 
the three positions where a starter is 
not returning, there is a player wait- 
ing for his chance this season who has 
significant playing time. 

If there is a question mark, and it is 
a small one, it is at the quarterback 
position where Ricky Schneider re- 
turns and is the player most likely to 
step in for Bob Niemet, a three-year 
starter. 

The pair started last season in com- 
petition for the starting job sharing 
time in the first two games.

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ing started at times the last two seasons. He made impressive strides іп 
the spring in all areas, especially in his decision-making and leadership. 


Schneider then started the next four 
games before Niemet came on to enjoy 
his most productive season starting 
the final five games. 

Schneider also played іп seven 
games in 1997, starting twice, while 
he played in eight contests last sea- 
son. Schneider has as much experi- 
ence as any BG quarterback in recent 
memory when they were in position to 
take over the starting duties. 


Blackney also feels his surroundings 
point to success. 

“He has the best supporting cast of 
any quarterback since Ryan Henry,” 
Blackney said. “He has a solid offen- 
sive line to work behind, he has run- 
ning backs, he has a person at the full- 
back position who is a co-captain, and 
there are three experienced wide re- 
ceivers.” 

Schneider completed 53.4% of his 
passes last season for 649 yards and 
four touchdowns. He had a high of 178 
yards passing against Ohio. He has a 
293-yard effort against Marshall in 
1997 as his career high. 

He will be back-up by red-shirt 
freshman Andy Sahm. 

“I was really pleased with the play 
and progress of Ricky in the spring,” 
Blackney said. “His decision- 
making and his ability to read de- 
fenses has dramatically improved. 
He has the potential to be one of 
the most complete quarterbacks 
we've had around here. Physical- 

ly and mentally I really liked 


what I saw from him in the 
spring." 
If the offensive line makes 


the natural progression from 
one season to the next, it will 
be one of the best units in the 
country. 

Right tackle Chad 
McCarthy is the veteran 
member having started 32 
games in his first three sea- 
sons while the left side of the 
line, senior guard Mark Kautzman and 
junior tackle Rob Fehrman have start-

ed the last 22 games side-by-side. Sen- 
lor center Doug Dorley moved into the 
starting lineup last season with no 
drop off in production while junior 
right guard Eric Curl had a strong sea- 
son after missing most of the “97 cam- 
paign with an injury after starting two

but senior Kevin Steinke is expected to 
step right in having played in all 33 
games over the last three seasons 
making eight starts. 

Schneider has a strong contingent of 
players who he will be throwing and 
handing off to. 

The Falcons return their top two re- 
ceivers from a year ago when both 
were freshmen. Kurt Gerling was the 
MAC Freshman of the Year after 
catching 34 passes for 656 yards (19.3 
avg. and six touchdowns. Robert 
Redd had 17 receptions in nine games 
for 317 yards (18.6 avg.) and one score. 
The duo have the best game-breaking 
abilities at the wide out positions since 
Rameir Martin and Ronnie Redd, Rob- 
ert's uncle, played in 1994. Sophomore 
Aaron Alexander gives the Falcons a 
third receiver with experience. Both 
Gerling and Redd topped 100 yards re- 
ceiving in a game last season becoming 
the first freshmen in school history to 
do that. 

At fullback, senior Brent Martin was 
picked as a co-captain this season after 
a strong junior season, the first 
healthy year of his career. He carried 
54 times for 295 yards (5.5 avg.) and 
two scores while sharing time with 
senior Adam Lige. Sophomore Eric 
Clark will see time as Martin's back- 
up. 
The tailback position will likely be 
split between sophomore Godfrey Lew- 
is and senior Steve Holmes. 

Lewis had a little more than twice 
the carries of Holmes last season start- 
ing five times leading the team with 
753 yards оп 163 carries (4.6 avg.), 


both records for a freshman running 
back at Bowling Green. He burst onto 
the scene with a 191-yard day against 
Ohio and had one other game over the 
century mark. 

Holmes gained a majority of his 
yards in one game, but what a game it 
was. Не carried 27 times for 220 
yards, the second-best figure in school 
history, against Kent on his way to 
384 yards for the season averaging 4.9 
yards per carry. 

Sophomore John Gibson will also 
see playing time after averaging 5.1 
yards on 26 carries last season in the 
first game action of his career.

“T think we have a lot of high- 
energy guys," said Blackney. “We 
want to be on the move as much or 
more than we have in the past. We 
have linbebackers who run well and 
we want to make sure we put those 
guys in a position to make plays.

Тһе Falcons, who have seven start- 
ers and 11 letterwinners returning on 
defense, are solid at the linebacking 
spots with four experienced players 
returning in the three positions. 

Senior Joe O'Neill led the team in 
tackles last season with 95 splitting 
time between middle and outside line- 
backer. He started the first six games 
in the middle and them moved to the 
outside for the final four contests of 
the season. He missed one game with 
an injury. 

He begins his final season having

Sophomore Chris Della Vella moved 
into the middle when O’Neill was 
switched to the outside without any 
drop off in production. He had a high 
of 11 stops in the Western Michigan 
game and 45 for the season. 

On the outside, sophomores Garry 
Fisher and Khary Campbell return 
from the first year of Bowling Green 
playing the 4-3 scheme. 

Fisher started six games and played 
in all 11 recording 40 tackles. 

Campbell started all 11 games and 
was third on the team with 75 tackles. 
He had a high of 12 stops against Tole- 
do while Fisher had 11 tackles in the 
Miami game. The duo gave the coach- 
ing staff the increased speed and mo- 
bility they were looking for when they 
decided to switch to the 4-3 prior to 
spring practice last season. 

Senior Eric Jones and freshman 
Geno Burden are expected to push for 
playing time on the outside also. 

On the defensive line, three seniors 
have departed who started together as 
a unit last season and had a strong 
year. 

Junior co-captain D.J. Durkin is the 
only returning starter along the line 
where he recorded 33 tackles and a 
team-high 12 tackles for loss. Includ- 
ed in that total was four sacks, which 
also led the team. 

He is likely to be joined on the line 
by junior Brandon Hicks at noseguard, 
one of only two other returning letter- 
winners at the position. 

Hicks started two games last season 
and recorded 24 tackles in the 11 
games he played as the next most ex- 
perienced player returning on the line 
after Durkin. 

Sophomore Ryan Wingrove moved 
from tight end to the defensive line af- 
ter the first week of spring practice 
and was so impressive he is at the top 
of the depth chart at the end opposite 
Durkin. 

“Our philosophy has always been to 
put the top 22 players on the field,” 
Blackney said. “Ryan is athletic and 
fast and he fits the mold that we want 
with players being the move because 
he can run the field.” 

Sophomore Casey Williams, who 
came to the program as a linebacker, 
is the only other returning letterwin- 
ner along the line.

The secondary will lean heavily on 
a pair of sophomores who will hold 
down the safety positions. 

Strong safety Chad Long started all 
11 games last season, eight at strong 
safety and three at free safety record- 
ing 98 tackles, second on the team. 
He earned a spot on the Football 
News national all-freshman team in 
the secondary. He had 11 tackles in 
the Penn State, Ohio, and Toledo 
games for his season high. He led the 
team in tackles four times last year. 

The emergence of Karl Rose last 
year was one of the reasons Long was 
moved to strong safety as Rose took 
over at free safety starting eight 
games and recording 60 tackles, fifth 
on the team despite limited playing 
time early in the season. He had a 
high of 12 stops in the Miami game. 

The boundary cornerback spot is 
likely to be a battle between junior 
Ken Dobbs, who started six games a 
year ago, and incoming junior college 
recruit Willie Washington. The other 
cornerback spot will be manned by 
former wide receiver - senior Will Sul- 
livan - with sophomore Chris Hub- 
bard, who sat out last season with a 
knee injury, fighting to work his way 
into the lineup. Hubbard played at 
tailback in 1997 and on special teams 
earning a letter. Dobbs had 31 tack- 
les last season. 

Sullivan played all of last season as 
a wide receiver seeing action in eight 
games and making eight receptions 
for 93 yards.

Senior Jason Strasser returns to 


handle the place-kicking duties after 
enjoying his best season last year. 

Strasser led the team with 64 
points, eighth in the MAC, hitting 11- 
of-12 field goals and 31-of-33 extra 
points. His field goal total was a ca- 
reer high as was his percentage and 
point total. His average of just over 
one field goal per game was fourth- 
best in the MAC. His only miss of the 
season was a 27-yarder into a strong 
wind against Kent while he had two 
conversions from 40 yards or more. 

Besides ranking nationally as an in- 
dividual, Andy Pollock helped the Fal- 
cons to a #4 ranking in the MAC in net 
punting at 38.6 yards, which also was 
12th-best in the country. 

The punting duties are likely to be 
handled by red-shirt freshman Brian 
Poltrone who was in the program last 
season, but did not play. Freshman 
Patrick Fleming will also be given a 
chance to earn the job as the punter in 
the fall. 

Pollock also handled the kick off 
chores last season. Strasser, who does 
not have as strong a leg as Pollock, is 
likely to kick off this season. 

The Falcons also return their top 
two return men in Steve Holmes and 
Robert Redd. Holmes led the team in 
kickoff returns with an 18.9 average 
on 19 returns while Redd averaged 6.7 
yards on 15 punt returns. Redd’s aver- 
age ranked seventh in the MAC.

The Mid-American Conference is опе of 11 Division I-A соп- 
ferences in the country, along with the Atlantic Coast, Big 
Ten, Big East, Big 12, Big West, Conference USA, Mountain 
West, Pacific-10, Southeastern, and Western Athletic confer- 
ences. 

The Mid-American Conference was founded as a five-school 
league in 1946 with Ohio University, Butler, Cincinnati, 
Wayne State, and Western Reserve as the charter members. 
In 53 years, the MAC has grown in ways that its founders 
could not have imagined while standing the test of time. 

The Mid-American Conference, which now has 13 schools, 
consists of the University of Akron (joined in 1992), Ball State 
University (1973), Bowling Green State University (1952), 
University of Buffalo (1998), Central Michigan University 
(1971), Eastern Michigan University (1971), Kent State Uni- 
versity (1951), Marshall University (1997), Miami University 
(1947), Northern Illinois University (1997), Ohio University 
(1946), University of Toledo (1950), and Western Michigan 
University (1947). The newest member of the league, Buffalo, 
competed in the all MAC sports last season except football. 
They become a member in football this year. 

The 13 member institutions have a total enrollment of bet- 
ter than 275,000 with individual enrollments ranging from 
13,000 to 30,000. The MAC’s overall enrollment makes it the 
fourth-largest conference in the United States. Their alumni 
number over 1.5 million. 

Mid-American is not just a name that represents a cross sec- 
tion of Americana. Many of its institutions reside in small 
communities, but are within a short drive of one of our na- 
tion’s great metropolises: Chicago, Cleveland, Columbus, Cin- 
cinnati, Detroit, and Indianapolis. 

As the nation’s sixth-oldest Division I conference, the MAC 
has been among the trendsetters. The MAC has been in the 
forefront of national legislation that has enhanced the aca- 
demic integrity of intercollegiate athletics. The MAC 
strengthened admittance standards, established an academic 
progress rule and set increased grade point average require- 
ments long before the NCAA adopted or discussed implement- 
ing such academic standards. 

The MAC is the only Division I-A conference to have its own 
Hall of Fame. Over its 53 years, the MAC has produced a long 
list of great athletes and administrators from all corners of the 
sports world. A list that includes Olympic gold medalists, ma- 
jor league standouts in baseball, football, and basketball, top 
players on the PGA Tour, and Hall of Fame coaches and ad- 
ministrators. There are a total of 52 people in the Hall of 
Fame. 

The MAC is a presidentially controlled conference sponsor- 
ing 22 sports. All major policy decisions are made by the 
Council of Presidents, which consists of the the chief executive 
officers of the 13 universities. For men, championships are 
conducted in football, basketball, baseball, cross country, soc- 
cer, Swimming and diving, indoor and outdoor track and field, 
wrestling, golf, and tennis. Women compete for conference ti- 
tles in basketball, softball, volleyball, cross country, field hock- 
ey, soccer, swimming and diving, gymnastics, and indoor and 
outdoor track. 

Numerous MAC football teams and players have received 
national recognition. Bowling Green was recognized as the 
national small college champion in 1959, and Ohio earned 
similar honors the following season. Toledo compiled a 35- 
game winning streak between 1969 and 1971, the second- 
longest streak in modern college football history. Miami won 
three consecutive Tangerine Bowls in the mid-70's beating 
Florida (1973), Georgia (1974), and South Carolina (1975). In 
1997, Marshall’s Randy Moss made a strong run at the Heis- 
man Trophy as one of the top players in the country.

Since Frederick G. Beyerman, 
an instructor in the physical ed- 
ucation department апа first 
athletic director, announced in 
July, 1919 that Bowling Green 
State Normal College would 
field an intercollegiate football 
team, a rich tradition has devel- 
oped.

From former head coach War- 
ren Steller, to Max Minnich, the 
first BGSU player to be drafted 
by a professional team, to Fred 
Durig, the first All-America se- 
lection, to legendary head coach 
Doyt Perry, to Paul Miles, the 
only football player ever to have 
his jersey retired, to Dave Pres- 
ton, the career rushing leader, 
to record-setting quarterback 
Brian McClure, to current head 
coach Gary Blackney.

versity football program has a 
history as rich as any in the 
Mid-American Conference, and 
many programs nationally. 

Since 19 of the 30 males en- 
rolled at Normal College band- 
ed together to form that first 
team, many different people, 
players, and games have com- 
bined to mold the history of 
football at Bowling Green State 
University. 

The following paragraphs 
will touch on many of the peo- 
ple and games which carved the 
Falcon football history. 

The program got off to a 
rocky start losing the first sev- 
en games played in school histo- 
ry. This still stands as the 
longest losing streak in history. 

Franklin Skibbie scored the 
first touchdown with BG’s only 
points in the 10-6 loss to Find- 
lay in the 1920 season opener. 
That team would post a 7-0 win 
over Kent State Normal College 
(Kent State) in the season fi- 
nale to record the first win.

to win a conference title captur- 
ing the Northwest Conference 
championship with wins over 
Defiance, Findlay, and Toledo. 
BG shutout Findlay scoring a 
school record 151 points in one 
of the most talked about games 
in school history. In the season 
opener against Kent State, 
played behind what is now 
Ridge Street School, the Fal- 
cons played possibly the quiet- 
est game in school history when 
all fans were prohibited from 
making noise because of an ill- 
ness in the neighborhood. 

The following season, BG 
held its first homecoming game 
on Nov. 4, 1922, which was 
played at the Fairgrounds. 
Bowling Green and Toledo bat- 
tled to a 6-6 deadlock. 

A band made its first appear- 
ance at a BGSU football game 
in 1923 under the direction of 
Е.С. Powell.

After having a different coach 
in each of its first five seasons, 
Warren Steller was selected to 
coach the 1924 squad, the be- 
ginning of a very successful 11- 
year tenure, the second-longest 
in school history. Steller was 
the first BGSU head coach to 
have an assistant when Paul 
Landis was hired in 1925. 

Led by Chet Chapman, the 
first BG player to earn first 
team All-Ohio honors, the 1928 
team posted the first unbeaten 
record while allowing just 18 
points in seven games. 

In 1936, the federal govern- 
ment offered to help Bowling 
Green financially in the con- 
struction of a new football sta- 
dium and the Trustees accepted 
the offer. University Stadium 
was dedicated on October 23, 
1937 and served as the home of 
Falcon football until 1966 when 
Doyt L. Perry Stadium was 
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One of the most significant wins in school history 
was the 17-13 victory over 18th-ranked Purdue in 
1972.

After playing mostly “local” 
teams previously in its history, 
the 1940 team made the longest 
trip in school history to that 
time to play Eastern Kentucky, 
a trip of approximately 400 
miles. 

In 1941, Robert Whittaker 
was named the head coach at 
Bowling Green after compiling 
an 11-уеаг record of 89-19-2 at 
Sandusky High School. Whit- 
taker’s first of 14 teams, the 
longest tenure in school history, 
tied Case Western Reserve for 
the Ohio Conference title and 
was thought to be one of the 
best teams ever scoring 173 
while allowing just 40. 

After back-to-back losing sea- 
sons in 1953 and 1954, Doyt 
Perry began his legendary ca- 
reer as the Falcon head coach in 
1955 and made an immediate 
impact. BG posted a 7-1-1 
record scoring 224 points while 
allowing only 53.

In 1961, Bowling Green 
played in its first bowl game, 
the Mercy Bowl at the Los An- 
geles Coliseum. The game 
against Fresno State was 


played to raise money to help 
defray the expenses of the fami- 
lies of 16 members of the Cal 
Poly San Luis Obispo football 
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team who perished in a plane 
crash shortly after takeoff from 
Toledo Express Airport after a 
1960 game against Bowling 
Green. The game  netted 
$170,000 for the memorial fund. 

The arrival of a skinny, 
much-heralded quarterback 
from Ravenna, Ohio in 1982 sig- 
naled the beginning of an 11- 
year period in which the Fal- 
cons would make four bowl ap- 
pearances. 

The quarterback was Brian 
McClure and all he would do in 
the next four seasons was lead 
the Falcons to a 34-12 record, a 
19-1 record at home, two bowl 
games, and become only the sec- 
ond quarterback in NCAA his- 
tory to pass for over 10,000 
yards. 

He became the starter in the 
third game of his freshman sea- 
son, and despite missing the 
last two games of the regular 
season, he became the first 
freshman to be named the first 
team  all-conference  quarter- 
back.

In a one-time game to help defray the expenses (burial and 
medical) of families of the 16 members of the Cal Poly San 
Luis Obispo football team who perished in a plane crash, Oct. 
29, 1960, shortly after takeoff from Toledo Express Airport, 
Bowling Green and Fresno State, the undefeated champion of 
the California Collegiate Athletic Association, met at the his- 
toric Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum. 

Playing before its largest crowd in school history, the Fal- 
cons, six-point favorites, were guilty, uncharacteristically, of 
six turnovers, which was the difference in the game. 

BG's defense, which was ranked fourth in the nation, yielded 
468 yards, 196 more than it had given up to any opponent dur- 
ing the season. 

Quarterbacks Beau Carter and Jon Anabo were a thorn in 
BG's side all day passing for 368 yards and two touchdowns. 
Carter ran for two scores, also. 

BG scored its only points early in the second stanza on the 
two-yard run by Ray Bell which was set up on a long pass play 
between Larry Smith and quarterback Jim Potts. 

BG fumbled on its next two possessions with FSU turning 
the second miscue into a touchdown on a long pass play.

After a full week of events leading up to the meeting with the 
Pacific Coast Athletic Association champion Fresno State, the 
Falcons entered the game against the Bulldogs a two touch- 
down underdog. 

The Falcons also had to contend with a partisan sea of red 
squeezed into Bulldog Stadium, the home of Fresno State. 

But, the Falcons drew first blood converting a Jac Tomasello 
interception on the final play of the first quarter into the first 
touchdown of the game, a Chip Otten four-yard run capping a 
48-yard drive. The Falcons took a 14-0 lead to the locker room 
after driving 73 yards on their next possession. Sophomore 
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quarterback Brian McClure connected with John Meek on the 
scoring play. 

BG looked to be in the drivers seat after McClure connected 
with Shawn Potts from five yards out in the third stanza. 
But, Fresno State answered BG's score with their first of the 
contest later in the quarter. 

Bowling Green came right back as Potts picked up a fumble 
by receiver Greg Taylor at the five-yard line and ran it in to 
put the Falcons back up by three touchdowns. 

With Fresno State pinned back on its own 20-yard line and 
facing a third-and-ten, a Falcon stop might put the final nail 
in the Fresno State coffin. But, FSU gained 15 yards on the 
third down play and the comeback was on. 

With future NFL receiver Stephone Paige running and catch- 
ing a pass for a touchdown, FSU closed to within six points 
with three minutes left. BG used up just 1:05 of the clock on 
its next possession and FSU moved 45 yards in eight plays 
with Jeff Tedford finding Vince Wesson over the middle with 
11 seconds left. Scott Darrow’s PAT was the deciding point. 

BG gained just 26 yards on nine plays in the fourth quarter 
while FSU gained 220 of its 453 yards in the final 15 minutes. 


This third quarter fumble recovery by Stu Tolle set 
up the third Falcon touchdown giving the Falcons a 21- 
0 lead over Fresno State in the 1982 California Bowl.

Not even being a double digit underdog against Fresno State 
could keep the Falcons from completing its storybook season 
under first-year head coach Gary Blackney. 

And the script for this game was all Hollywood. 

The first quarter would have led the fans to believe it might 
take 40 or 50 points to win the game as the Falcons scored 
touchdowns on their first two possessions and the Bulldogs 
would get one of those back before the quarter was over. 

The scoring continued early in the second stanza as BG's 
Erik White and Mark Szlachcic hook up for a second time. 
But, FSU comes right back on their next possession with An- 
thony Daigle running 57 yards to cut the deficit in half going 
to the locker room. 

The defenses took over in the third quarter, each allowing 
just 65 yards total offense. Late in the quarter, FSU place- 
kicker Derek Mahoney missed a 26-yard field goal, the most 
significant scoring opportunity of the quarter. 

BG scored early in the final stanza moving 80 yards after the 
missed field goal to build another 14-point lead. 

FSU came right back to score driving 71 yards as quarter- 
back Mark Barsotti completed five-of-six passes connecting 
with tight end Marty Thompson from five yards out. 

After three changes of possession, FSU starts the final drive 
of the game from their one-yard line, after an interception, 
with 2:29 remaining. 

FSU used its last time out with 24 seconds left and the Bull- 
dogs just nine yards away from the needed touchdown. After 
a running play for six yards and two incomplete passes, the fi- 
nal play of the game would detemine the outcome with three 
seconds left. 

The BG defense rose to the occasion covering all FSU receiv- 
ers and Barsotti threw incomplete with BG linebacker Kevin 
O’Brien pressuring. It is BG’s first bowl win. 

BG wins its 11th game making Blackney one of only three 
coaches in NCAA history to win 11 games in their first season 
as a head coach.

In the inaugural Las Vegas Bowl, which replaced the Califor- 
nia Bowl, the Falcons faced the high-powered offense of the 
University of Nevada. 

In a game in which the punting game took center stage, the 
Falcons won the first half and Nevada the second half, but a 
late BG touchdown proved to be the difference. 

The Falcons scored on their first four possessions to grab a 
28-3 halftime lead. BG had 267 first-half yards to just 116 for 
the Wolfpack as they had an 18-6 edge in first downs. 

In the second half, its was Nevada quarterback Chris Vargas’ 
turn. He had engineered six Nevada comeback victories in 
three years coming off the bench, including an NCAA-record 
35-point comeback against Weber State. 

Nevada scored three touchdowns in the third quarter with 
punts of five and seven yards by BG setting up the first two 
scores. The Wolfpack’s third score was set up by a high snap 
from center on a BG punt. 

Nevada finally took the lead with 12:41 left in the game and 
looked to possibly put the game away with a field goal with 
7:13 left, ending their run of 31 unanswered points. 

Bowling Green then moved to the Nevada six-yard line be- 
fore turning the ball over on downs. After holding the Wolf- 
pack to one first down, Nevada punter Steve Lester had the 
center snap go through his hands setting up the Falcons at the 
Wolfpack 15-yard line with 1:45 remaining. 

A 12-yard Erik White to Mark Szlachcic connection on first 
down put the Falcons on the three-yard line. After two runs 
and a pass did not net any yardage, White found Dave Han- 
kins alone in the back of the end zone on fourth down with 22 
seconds left. Placekicker Brian Leaver made the PAT for the 
winning points апа BG’s second consecutive bowl win. 


Zeb Jackson rushed for 89 yards on 13 carries, and 
two touchdowns, in the first half of the 1992 Las Vegas 
Bowl as the Falcons built a 28-3 edge over Nevada.

Frieda and Freddie Falcon are the official 
mascots of the Bowling Green Falcons. То- 
gether with the BGSU cheerleaders, Frieda 
and Freddie boost spirit at intercollegiate ath- 
letic events. Tryouts are held each spring, and 
winners remain anonymous to the student 
body until each is *beheaded" at the last home 
basketball and hockey game. The Freddie 
Falcon tradition began in 1950 while Frieda 
Falcon was added for the 1979-80 athletic 
year. 


Why The Falcons? 

The 1999-2000 athletic year marks the 73rd 
anniversary of Bowling Green's nickname, 
Falcons. Before 1927, BG teams were called 
the Normals or Teachers. Ivan Lake '23 sug- 
gested the nickname after reading an article 
on falconry. Lake, managing editor and 
sports editor of the Sentinel Tribune in Bowl- 
ing Green at the time, proposed the name 
change because it fit headline space and be- 
cause falcons were "the most powerful bird for 
their size and often attacked birds two or 
three times their size." 


Orange and brown have been the school colors at Bowling Green State University since 1914, 


the first year of classes. Legend has it that Leon Winslow, an industrial arts faculty member, 


got the idea from watching a women's hat on a bus to nearby Toledo, Ohio. He liked the brown

Anniversary Award 
The Anniversary Award is a traveling award that 


winner of the annual gridiron battle between Bowling 
Green and Toledo. The Peace Pipe tradition actually 
began on the basketball court during the 1947-48 sea- 
son. At that time, the teams exchanged a six-foot long 
wooden peace pipe. The original basketball Peace 
Pipe disappeared, so, in 1980, the Peace Pipe was re- 
instated for football with former UT football player 
Frank Kralik creating the present trophy. Today's 
Peace Pipe is a smaller version of the original pipe, 
resting atop a trophy. UT earned the trophy last sea- 
son with a 24-16 victory. Toledo has won the last four 
series meetings, but the Falcons have a 33-26-4 edge 
in the series.

The year 1988 will be fondly 
remembered by many who are 
associated with the football pro- 
gram at BGSU as former player, 
coach and administrator, Doyt 
L. Perry, was recognized by the 
National Football Foundation 
with its top honor, induction 
into the College Football Hall of 
Fame. 

Perry traveled to New York in 
December, 1988, for the Foun- 
dation’s Hall of Fame dinner 
and was officially enshrined into 
the College Football Hall of 
Fame in June, 1989 in ceremo- 
nies held at Kings Island, Ohio. 

Perry’s association with 
BGSU dates back to the 1920s 
when he lettered nine times in 
three sports (football, basket- 
ball, baseball). The Croton, 
Ohio native received his degree 
in 1932. He began coaching on 
the high school level before be- 
coming an assistant at Ohio 
State in 1951. 

Perry returned to his alma 
mater in 1955 leading the foot-

ball program to a 77-11-5 (.855) 
record over the next 11 years. 
His teams won five Mid- 
American Conference titles and 
one national college division 
championship in 1959. His win- 
ning percentage ranks fifth on 
the all-time NCAA list. 

Perry, who retired from 
coaching in 1964 to become 
BGSU’s athletic director, devel- 
oped such outstanding coaches 
as Bill Mallory, Don Nehlen, 
Larry Smith, and the late Dave 
McClain. Many more of Perry’s 
former assistants and players 
have gone on to enjoy success in 
the coaching profession. 

Perry passed away in Feb., 
1992. At his memorial service 
former Michigan coach Bo 
Schembechler, an assistant on 
Perry's 1955 staff, said,"I don't 
believe I can name a coach, any- 
where, anytime, anyhow, who 
did it better than Doyt Perry." 

A documentary was released 
in May, 1998 on Perry's career.

Doyt L. Perry Stadium, with its 30,599 
seating capacity, is celebrating its 34th year 
as the home of Bowling Green State Univer- 
sity football. 

Built in 1966 for approximately $3 million 
as a replacement for the 43-year-old Univer- 
sity Stadium, Perry Stadium had a capacity 
of 23,272 until bleacher seats were installed 
in both end zones in 1982. 

One of the largest and most attractive ath- 
letic facilities in the Mid-American Confer- 
ence, Perry Stadium set the conference 
record for single-game attendance. 

On October 8, 1983, a huge crowd of 
33,527 packed into Perry Stadium for the an- 
nual Northwest Ohio rivalry between Bowl- 
ing Green and Toledo, establishing a school 
and MAC record for single-game attendance. 
Тһе Falcons went on to set a season record, 
breaking the six-digit figure for five games 
with a total draw of 100,021. It marked the 
first time in history that Bowling Green av- 
eraged more than 20,000 fans for five home 
football games. 

That figure was topped in 1985, when 
Bowling Green posted a perfect record (11-0) 
in the regular season and clinched the MAC 
Championship by shutting out Toledo at 
Perry Stadium in November. More than 
28,000 fans turned out that day, raising 
Bowling Green's season attendance to an all- 
time high 112,110, an average of 22,422. 

In 1994, BG fans bettered the mark of 
1985 as 114,802 fans, an average of 22,960, 
attended the five home games. 

Тһе Falcons begin the 1998 season looking 
to maintain the home dominance they have 
enjoyed during the tenure of head coach 
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Gary Blackney having compiled a record of 
29-9-1. 

Perry Stadium is more than just a foot- 
ball facility. The east side of the stadium 
includes locker rooms, equipment and 


training rooms, along with the Athletic De- 
partment offices. The west side received a 


face-lift 11 years ago. A physical fitness cen- 
ter/weight room opened its doors to all inter- 
collegiate athletic teams in the summer of 
1988. 

Also situated on the west side of Perry 
Stadium is the Falcon Club offices and club- 
house, the track and cross country offices, as

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well as maintenance and storage areas. 

Sitting atop the press box on the west side 
of the stadium is the plush Stadium Club. 
Now in its 19th year of operation, the Stadium 
Club's 106 theatre-type seats, which are all 
sold, provide loyal BGSU fans with the best 
view of the game. The President's Box, locat- 
ed at the top of the east side of the stadium, 
provides luxury seating for President Sidney 
Ribeau, his guests, and other supporters of 
Falcon football. 

The construction of elevators on both sides 
of the stadium, completed in early 1998, will 
make the stadium more accessible for all fans. 
Renovations to all boxes on both sides and the 
stadium club have taken place over the last 
year making for a more “fan-friendly” atmos- 
phere. 

Bowling Green won the first game ever 
played in Perry Stadium, defeating Dayton, 
13-0, on October 1, 1966. Since that time, the 
Falcons have won over 66 percent of their 
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home games, compiling a 105-51-6 record 
in the 162 games played at Perry Stadium. 
Over the last 16 seasons, Bowling Green is 
61-18-4 at home for a .759 winning percent- 
age. 

Perry Stadium is named in honor of the 
man who led Bowling Green to a 77-11-5 


record in his 10 years as the head coach of 


the Falcons. Doyt L. Perry was simply one 
of the greatest football coaches of his day. 
His .855 winning percentage over 10 sea- 


sons in the 1950s and 1960s remains one of 


the highest in football history. In fact, 
Perry is fifth all-time behind Bob Reade 
(Augustana), Knute Rockne (Notre Dame), 
Frank Leahy (Notre Dame), and Larry 
Kehres (Mount Union) in winning percent- 


age among coaches with at least 10 years of 


service on the collegiate level. Perry served 
as the BGSU athletic director for seven 
years (1965-71) after stepping down as foot- 
ball coach.

The area where the football team does its weight lifting is a 5,800-square foot facility located con- 
veniently on the west side of Doyt L. Perry Stadium on the ground level. Since its opening in 1988, it 
has been “fitted” with both free weights and Nautilus equipment.

The $8.7 million facility opened in Jan., 1993 and is used for classes, intramurals, and intercolle- 
giate athletics. It has two wings, a turf area, the Jack Gregory Turf Room, named after the former 
BGSU athletic director, and a track area, which includes a 200-meter track and the appropriate high 
jump, long jump and pole vault areas. In addition, the area also includes four basketball courts 
which convert to tennis courts. 

In the turf room of the 125,000-square foot facility is a regulation width football field that meas- 
ures 90 yards in length. The ceiling is 50 feet high at its peak.

Since becoming Bowling Green's ninth 
president four years ago, Dr. Sidney A. Ri- 
beau has worked tirelessly to mobilize fa- 
culty, staff and students in creating a new 
vision for the University. That vision is to 
make BGSU "the premier learning com- 
munity" in Ohio and one of the best іп the 
nation. 

"It's ambitious, Ribeau acknowledges, 
"but Bowling Green has a lot going for it 
and I am pleased to say that we are mak- 
ing significant progress toward our objec- 
tives." 

Indeed there has been. Bowling Green 
has rededicated itself to the task of serv- 
ing students and ensuring student suc- 
cess. The First Year Experience program 
this year will involve more than 2,300 in- 
coming freshmen in some sort of personal- 
ized mentoring effort that will help them 
better adjust to the University and to feel 
a greater connectedness to the campus. 

In all, approximately 3,600 freshmen 
enrolled for classes this fall, which equals 
the total for last year's freshman class and 
is a 22 percent increase over 1997 figures. 
Total enrollment, including the Firelands 
campus, is approximately 19,250, an in- 
crease of about 2 percent over last year. 

Academic programs are being strength- 
ened. Some, like industrial/organizational 
psychology, higher education and student 
affairs, broadcast journalism, philosophy 
and chemistry, are already nationally rec- 
ognized. 

Bowling Green's success has been a re- 
sult of Ribeau's ability to inspire people, 
set attainable goals and provide leader- 
ship, a quality on which he places great 
value. He encourages faculty and staff to 
become active leaders and has initiated 
the President's Leadership Academy at 
Bowling Green, which was designed to en- 
able students to strengthen their leader- 
ship skills and develop into influential 
leaders, making a difference in their com- 
munities. 

The key to Bowling Green's recent suc- 
cess has been in tapping the University's 
own resources--faculty, staff and students- 
-to work together for the good of all. 

Since arriving, Ribeau has made it a 
point to meet as many people as possible; 
to hear their opinions about Bowling 
Green and to share with them his 
thoughts about the University. 

He often puts in 10-12 hour days, meet- 
ing with various student and faculty 
groups, both on campus and at his home. 
То promote campus dialogue, he has made 
it a practice to meet with small groups of 
faculty and staff and by the end of the 
1998-99 academic year, he will have visit- 
ed with nearly all 2,200 full-time faculty 
and staff. He has visited most of the 40- 
plus alumni chapters around the country 
and he makes one or two trips to Colum- 
bus each month to meet with legislators 
and other government officials. 

А popular speaker, especially with stu- 
dents, he tries to accept all speaking invi- 


tations. As a result, he talks to campus 
groups, civic and social organizations, 
area school groups and other gatherings 
two or three times each week. 

Ribeau also has had a key role in Bowl- 
ing Green's joining a national effort to 
promote diversity issues in higher educa- 
tion. Last year he was invited to moder- 
ate a plenary session at the "Educating 
One-Third of A Nation" conference, which 
was a component of President Clinton's 
proposed nationwide dialogue on race re- 
lations. 

Raised in Detroit, he received his bach- 
elor's degree from Wayne State Universi- 
ty in 1971. In 1996, WSU honored him 
with a Distinguished Alumnus Award. 

He earned master's and doctoral de- 
grees in interpersonal communication 
from the University of Illinois, Urbana- 
Champaign in 1973 and 1979, respec- 
tively. 

Ribeau's energy, can-do spirit and 
concern for others became obvious 
while he was still a graduate student. 
At Illinois, he directed a federally fund- 
ed Title VII community-based reading 
program for inner-city youth at Urbana 
(IL) High School. 

He began his teaching career in 1976 
as a professor of communication stud- 
ies at California State University, Los 
Angeles. Eight years later, after being 
honored as an outstanding teacher and 
student adviser, he was named chair of 
the universitys Pan African Studies 
Department. 

He held that position until 1987, 
when he was named dean of under- 
graduate studies at California State 
University, San Bernardino. Three 
years later, he became dean of the Col- 
lege of Liberal Arts at Cal Poly's San 
Luis Obispo campus. 


In 1992, he was named vice president 
for academic affairs at Cal Poly Pomona, a 
position he held until coming to Bowling 
Green. 

An expert in intercultural communica- 
tion, African-American culture, relational 
communication, public discourse and race 
relations, he is the co-author of African 
American Communication: Ethnic Identity 
and Cultural Interpretations, which in 
1994 received the Distinguished Scholar- 
ship Award for New Books, International 
and Intercultural Communication Divi- 
sion from the Speech Communication As- 
sociation. 

In 1998, he was appointed to serve on 
the Ohio Board of Regents' Higher Educa- 
tion Funding Commission as well as the 
American Council on Education's Leader- 
ship and Institutional Change Commis- 
sion. He is also a member of the Higher 
Education Business Council. 

Ribeau has published several scholarly 
papers and presented numerous speeches. 
Most recently, he was selected to give one 
of a series of lectures sponsored by the 
Smithsonian Associates and the Speech 
Communication Association in Washing- 
ton, D.C. on the topic of "The Language of 
Conflict, the Language of Resolution." 

A firm believer in University- 
community involvement, Ribeau is a mem- 
ber of the chambers of commerce for both 
Bowling Green and Toledo as well as the 
Urban League of Toledo. In 1997 he was 
elected to the Board of Directors of The 
Andersons Inc., a Maumee, Ohio-based 
grain merchandising firm. 

Outside the office, Ribeau finds pleasure 
in the arts and is currently serving as a 
member of the board of the Toledo Sym- 
phony Orchestra. 
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Paul Krebs was named the 11th 
athletic director at Bowling Green 
State University on March 15 en- 
thusiastically tackling the prob- 
lems facing the department as we 
close in on a new century while 
possessing a vision of how he 
would like to see his alma mater 
viewed on a regional and national 
level. 

Krebs will oversee the move of 
intercollegiate athletics into the 
student affairs area which was an- 
nounced in January by President 
Sidney Ribeau and is an ongoing 
process. 

Some of the other main areas 
that Krebs will be focusing on is 
making the department a fiscally 
sound entity , gender equity issues, 
enhancing the competitiveness of 
the athletic teams, and increasing 
attendance at all BGSU home con- 
tests. 

Krebs had served as the senior 
associate athletic director at Ohio 
State under Athletic Director Andy 
Geiger since September 1993. 

In that capacity, he managed the 
daily operation of the department 
and acted as the athletic director 
in Geiger’s absence. He also coor- 
dinated and provided oversight for 
the departments $58 million bud-

Krebs chaired several commit- 
tees within the Buckeye athletic 
department and played a key role 
in attracting some of the nation’s 
premier entertainers to Ohio Sta- 
dium and other OSU venues. 

He also served as meet director
